cheaper grades th.* surface tends to 
wear off and crack, and it is often 
rather -tiff and uncomfortable. 
Filk 
material« are appropriate in certain 
places, but are too expensive for com 
rnon use, except perhaps for cushion 
covers, hangings and possibly for the 
covering of a choice piece of furniture 
Cotton Is Inexpensive and d'>es not 
w ear through <iub kly, but often it does 
not hold its color well and also catches 
dirt easily. 
Nevertheless it is 
fre 
quently used in cretonnes, chintzes and 
similar printed goods and in low priced 
velours, tapestries, etc. 
It is worth noting th at mercerizing 
arid some of the other new methods of 
treating cotton during its manufa« ture 
have improved Its appearance and also 
its wearing qualities.

velours, a sort of heavy velvet material 
which is ills" made In cotton, but 
which Is more durable in linen 
Except for the fact that moths and 
buffalo beetles are so likely to dam­ 
age it. wool is probably the m-.'t satis­ 
factory fiber for upholstery.

more durable than silk or cotton, does 
not cat b tbe dirt as easily as the 
latter, and holds its color excellently. 
It Is made into a great variety of m a­ 
terials damasks, 
tapestries, 
plushes, 


etc. 
The use to which the room is to be 
put Influences the selection of m a­ 
terials in furniture coverings and dm p 
erles. Gay. light chintzes or cretonnes 
are appropriate for a bedroom, whi, li 
one wishes to have clean and airy lo"k 
lng. whereas for a living room sub 
stantiai looking material like velours or 
tapestry would be more suitable.

CLEANING HINT. 


H o w to R e m o v e G r e a s e S p o t s 
E f f e c ­ 
t i v e l y W i t h an A b s or be nt . 
In removing a grease spot it is best 
to try an absorbent, for the absorbents 
are all harm less to m aterials and easily 
applied. 
Flour or cornstarch sprinkled 
on linen immediately will remove an 
spots. 
It should bo left on for several 
hours, but a warm Iron placed on a 
cloth over the powder and left until 
cold will hii'H'u tbe process. 
Turpentine or any of the other sol 
vents may be used with an absorbent 
powder to make a paste for spreading 
over the spot 
When sponging a spot 
if one commences at the outside and 
works tow ard the center spreading of 
tbe grease is avoided. 
It is alw ays 
safer to test the cleanser on a scrap of 
the m aterial to >ee that the color Is not 
affected. 
Tbe use of a piece of the 
m aterial for a sponge also lessens the 
liability of changing the color. 
The 
sponging should be completed by rub 
blng with a piece of dry cloth 
Chloroform and ether are b.-st for 
removing grease from delicate fabrics. 
Alcohol also dissolves grease, but often 
ts colors 
A m ixture of equal 
s of the three la often most effec 
Kerosene does not evaporate 
completely, so m ust be followed by an 
absorbent or soap and water. 
Gaso 
Ibie Is best for most purposes, since It 
is inexpensive, quickly effective and 
evaporates rapidly. 
All of these solv­ 
ents are highly inflammable and must 
tie handled with great care.
